The manuscript is of great importance in the textual criticism of 
Rashi’s Commentary, more important than the Munich copy which Stein- 
schneider regarded as the most valuable thing in the whole collection. 
In all other known MSS. and printed editions there is a statement after 
Job, 40, 20, ‘Up to here by Rashi, from now onwards no longer Rashi’s 
words.” ‘This present MS. does not contain this statement, and there 
follows a commentary which is quite different to the one previously 
known. Its style is said to stamp it undoubtedly as by Rashi. Rashi’s 
interest in Massoretic questions throws light on one passage missing in 
other texts: “In the book of Al-Sudra there is an error in punctuation 
(Nakdan). Whilst I was answering this question the book was not in 
Troyes.” ‘The existence of an Al-Sudra MS. Bible in Troyes is also 
made known by this passage. Further on there is a 20-line Zitat from 
the Sepher Yezira, also unknown in any other text. On folio 38, after 
the texts, there is a “Midrash Aggada”: “Midrash Aggada haya 
doresh Rabbi Moshe ha Darshan mippi Rabbi Shimeon zekher Zaddik li 
Berakha.” ‘This proves the correctness of the supposition by Zunz and 
Rapoport that Rashi really used the Aggadot of R. Simeon and that 
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“R. Simeon” is not in all cases a copyist’s error for R. Shemaaya. In 
Ezechiel, 27, 17, there is an interpolation in the Rashi-Commentary 
(folio 23), by Shemaaya (correctly attributed to Shemaaya in the Munich 
and Vatican Codices, but wrongly in the printed editions to R. Simeon) 
reading ‘“ And I, the writer, have found, etc.” Besides other interesting 
additions there is a curious fable (folio 177) about the soothsaying bird 
‘““Hol” which lived to be 1,000 years old. 


So far as can be seen from a somewhat hurried collation 
the present MS. presents the purest text known to exist.
